New Yorx, Nov. 9.—An inquest will be held 
to-day into the death of Dr. Gaten Wade 
Lovatt, who died on Oct. 21 last, shot 
through the head. The yession is, Did Dr. 
Lovatt kill himself or was he murdered? 

Dr. Gaten W. Lovatt was 61 years old when 
he diea. He was a wonderfully vigorous 
man for hisage. He wasas young as he was 
at 0. Everybody told him that he looked 
like ‘*Black Jack’’ Logan. Twenty- 
three years ago Dr. Lovatt married a 
vory pretty little woman who 
was fifteen years younger than he was. 
He was passionately fond of her and very 

ous. Her first name is Philophena. Her 
usband’s pet name for her was Philly. To 
to this pair was born a boy, Wiiliam. He is 
now just past his majority. 
Dr. UVovatt manufactured and sold what he 
was pleased to call the Indian Vegetable 
Bpecific.’’ Dr. Lovatt, accompanied by his 
wife andson, traveled allover the United 
States with these medicines.

Kate Gardner declares that ten minutes 
before his death Dr. Lovatt was sober and 
in good health, or at least in good appetite. 

When Dr. Chamberlain saw Dr. Lovatt im- 
mediately on his arrival at the New York 
Hospital, both of Dr. Lovatt's eyes were 
black and blue. 

**I thought he had been pounded,’’ are Dr. 
Chamberlain’s exact words in describing 
the appearance ot Dr. Lovatt’s face. 

The left eye was in a terribie condition. 
The cellular tissues around the orbit was 
tremendously puffed up and filled with a 
massof infiltrated blood. The fright eye 
would have been terrible were it not for com- 

with its fellow. There were 

bruises on the right side 
0 Dr. ‘Lovatt’s face. One was 
below the outer angle of the eye, one was 
just above the eyebrow and one was at the 
point where the hair joins the forehead, 

The fatal wound was on the left temple. 
Dr. Lovatt was right handed, not left 
handed. 80, to kill himself, he turned his 
head around until he could send the bullet 
into his left temrle. 


Deputy Coroner Conway examined Dr. 
Lovatt’s body. Dr. Conway found not only 
a bullet hole inthe right temple buta bullet 
hole in the left temple. Dr. Conway 
found powder marks around the 
wound in the left temple, 
which, of course, showed that the pistol was 
held close when it was inilicted. 

But yet one more doctor viewed Dr. 
Lovatt’s body.Dr. James A. Nicholas of No, 
148 West Thirty-fourth street. That was at 
the reg@estof young William Lovatt. Dr. 
Nicholas told young Lovatt that there were 
powder marks around Dr. Lovatt’s right 
temple.

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Henry Bogue Lynched Last Night by a 
Mob in Florida. 


ForT WHITE, Fla., Nov. 9.—Henry Bogue, 
one of the negroes who admitted having 
taken part in the brutal murder of W. J. 
Duncan at Lake City Junction two days ago, 
was taken from the Sheriff’s posse late last 
night at the doors of the jail and carried off 
a quarter of a mile and shot to death. 

Judge Murrell had just held a preliminary 
trial over Bogue and two other negroes sup- 
posed to be implicated and had adjourned 
court untill0a.m. to-morrow. The Sheriff 
is trying to keep the other prisoners hidden. 
Thetowa is filled with angry and excited 
men and more lynchings may follow. 

Duncan was Killed on Monday. He was a 
merchant at Lake City. There were four 
men concerned inthe crime. After robbing 
im and the store of all the money they 
could find they left in a hurry and Duncan’s 
dead body was not discovered until nearly 


an hour later, when a customer found him 
lying where he had fallen on the floor dead, 
witb a wound in the side of his head. 

This place is merely a raliroad crossing, 
and has only one store and a few scattering 
houses besides the depot. An alarm was at 
once given, and as quickly as possible word 
Was sent to Gen. E. B. Bailey, the lessee of 
the State convicts, one of whose camps is 
only a mile ortwo westward. Gen. Bailey 
appeared on the scene with several of his 
Camp guards and a pack of bloodhounds, 
which quickly took the trailand Bogue was 
overtaken and captured. 

He was turned over to Bailey, who wrung a 
confession from him under promise of the 
protection of the law should his life be 
threatened. From his confession it appears 
that Bogue and three other negroes went to 
Mr. Duncan’s store. One of the party sald 
that it was his purpose to kill Duncan for his 
money, and he gota coupling pin from a car 
and struck Duncan on the head with it. He 
then robbed him of his pistol, which was 
turned over to Bogue.

LYONS ACQUITTED. 


Judge Claiborne Molds the Ex-Officer 
Was Justified in Killing Malorey. 


This morning, as was expected from the 
remarks of the Court yesterday, Judge Olal- 
borne discharged ex-Police Officer John 
Lyons, who shot and killed P. J 
Maloney, a tallor, on Thirteenth and Pine 
streets, some months ago.

WILL VOTE ON IT. 


M. & O. Employes te Decide by Ballot 
Whether to Strike or Not. 


The representatives ofthe Mobile & Ohio, 
engineers, firemen, conductors, switchmen 
and trainmen, who have been in consulta- 
tion with the officers of the road yesterday 
and to-day over the proposed reduction in 
wages, have shifted the responsibility of ac 
cepting the proposition from their own 
shouldersto the employes of the road. In 
other words, the men will have to decide 
by vote whether or not they will agree 
to accept 3 their wages. 


Last night President Clark, on behalf ot the 
road, issued an ultimatum to Messrs. Arthur, 
Sargent and Clark and their colleagues. The 
road agrees to make the proposed reduction 
in salaries 8 instead of 10 per cent, to gointo 
effect Noy. 1, 1893, and terminate on March 1. 
1894, wheh wages would be restored to their 
original figure. Mr. Clark said the company 
would go no further, and if the men were 
not satisfied with that the fight could begin. 

The representatives of the railroad em- 
pore, ot together this morning at Ii in the 

Is' Club-rooms at Hagan Theater Building 
and wrestied with President Clark’s -ulti- 
matum for nearly two hours. The outcome 
of it all was to leave the matter of accepting 
orrejecting the reduction to the employes 
themselves They waited on President clark at 
boon and conveyed to him the result of their. 
discussion. Avery lengthy discussion fol- 
lowed, the President, finding that the repre- 
sentatives would not act or assume any re- 
sponsibility in the matter, endeavoring to 
secure from them ſaformätion that would 
prove Useful in case a strike was determined 
upon. The representatives informed him 
that the men migbt strike within a d 
a week after they had reached that decision 
but they assured bim that in the event o 
their refusing to accept the reduction the 
road would be notiſted and givenone more 
chance to recede from its purpose of cutting 
down wages. 

As it takes a two-thirds vote to carry a 
proposition to strike, there is a likelihood 
that the men will accept the company’s 
proposition. preferring to hold onto their 
places under a temporary reduction of salary 
than to remaining idle during the winter 
months.

ONE RESULT OF REPEAL. 


Coin Notes to Be Retired and Silver Cer- 
tifloates to Take Their Places. 


WaSHINGTON, D. O., Nov. 9.—One result of 
the repeal of the Sherman law, it is said, 
will be the retirement of the Treasury coin 
notes and the substitution of 
un vor certiucates redeémable in 
silver money. Solongas the Sherman law 
was in operation the Secretary was power- 
less to redeem the Treasury notes in the 
manner how proposed. Underthe terms of 
that act they had to be re-issued. Although 
552, 000, 000 and upward of these notes—more 
than one-third of the entire issue—were re- 
—— in gold, the Secretary was forced to 

pose the reserve to a further assault 
by — — them. Now the situation is 
anged. The Secretary will redeem Treas- 
ury notes in gold if demanded ;sbut once in 
the treasury they will be redeemed in silver, 
and silver certificates reissued. If the 
Secretary had possessed the au- 
thority when the $52,000,000 were re 
deemed in gold to reissue silver cer- 
tificates the coln notes outstanding would now 
aggregate less than $100,000,000. Silver cer- 
tt cates are onl redeemable in silver, and 
gold cannot be demanded for them on pre- 
sentation. The new plan will be carried into 
effect within a few weeks. 

It is not feared that this policy will lead to 
any great demand for gold on the coin Treas- 
ury notes, as, according to the Treasury 
figures, there is now more gold in circuia- 
tion than at any time previous to the war. 
For six weeks the Treasury has been settling 
balances in New York in gold. There is no 
danger now ofa further raid on the reserve 
and as the coin notes will be abs — 
graduall 4 itis not expected that the new 
policy will have any untoward effec 

The policy of the Administration will have 
one great neficial effect. It will prevent 
the contraction of the small notes in circula- 
tion. The Treasury notes were issued 
for the greater part in juan — 
nominations, and when he 
withdrawn for demands for aaa there fol- fol- 
lowed a scarcity, which was felt. all through 
the country last summer. Silver certificates 
and silver dollars will be kept continually in 
evidence, At the same time the gold reserve 
will be protected, and it is chiefly in the in- 
terest o — eserving it intact as faras possi- 
ble that the new policy will be inaugurated. 

The coinage of the silver bullion under this 
new peter will not began probably for two 
week * the 3 of bullion now 
held--i40,0 ounces—119,000,000 are now 
stored * a Philadelphia Mint, Much of 
this will have to be shipped to New Orleans 
for coinage. The Philadelphia Mint made 
the test record in its history last month. 
No less than $7,600,000 in eagles and nalf- 
eagles was turned out.

HERE’S A LITTLE COMFORT. 
The overwhelming defeat of the Demo- 
cratic party last Tuesday certainly indi- 
cates dissatisfaction with the party, but 
it does not necessarily mean that the Re- 
publicans are any more popular now than 
they were a year ago. Democracy was 
much weaker than in 1892. Whether Re- 
publicanism is much stronger cannot be 
determined until the vote is learned. 

In 1882 Mr. Cleveland was elected Gover- 
nor of New York by a majority of nearly 
200,000, but he did not poll more than the 
usual Democratic vote. The interference 
of the administration at Washington with 
New York politics, and the nomination of 
Judge Folger caused dissatisfaction among 
the Republicans, who staid away from the 
polls. Gov. McKinley is re-elected in Ohio 
this year by an unprecedented plurality, 
and when the returns come we can say 
whether it is due to Democratic weakness 
or Republican strength. The same may be 
said of the defeat of Boies in Iowa and of 
Russell in Massachusetts. 

The talk of local causes“ is mislead- 
ing. A local cause which prevails over 
the whole country is not local. The truth 
is that, besides the indifference always 
present in an off yearin the ranks of the 
Administration party, particularly the 
year just after a presidential election, 
there is widespread dissatisfaction with 
the course of affairs at Washington. 
Democrats are disappointed. They hoped 
to see a Democratic Administration vigor- 
ously enforcing the principles of the 
party. They see instead Republican 
practices adopted wholesale. Olney’s in- 
activity, the President’s tactless way of 
doing things and the startling revelations 
concerning plutocratic influence—all these 
and many other things of like nature con- 
spired to produce indifference if not hos- 
tility among the Democratic masses, and 
they made their resentment felt by staying 
at home, as the full returns will probably 
show. 

The election of last Tuesday was a sting- 
ing rebuke to the Democratic party, ad- 
ministered by Democrats, but it cannot 
yet be construed into an approval of Re- 
publicanism.

PRESIDENT VASQUEZ’ ACT. 
+ 


The Dictator Now Shoulders the Blame 
Upon the Commandant of the Port— 
How Refugee Bonilia and His Former 
Friend Became Pitter Foes—A Story of 
War and Politicsin the Little Repub- 
lic. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Nov. .- The United 
States Warship Alliance, now at Acajubla, 
has, it is reported, received orders to pro- 
cee at ones to Amopola, Honduras. Minis- 
ter Young, who is the accredited representa- 
tive of the United States in Honduras, is on 
board the Alliance, and it ig supposed 
that he has received instructions to fully in - 
vestigate the recent outrage at Amapala. 
Press dispatches from La Libertad say that 
President Vasquez will attempt to shoulder 
the responsibility for firing on the Costa 
Rica upon the Commandant of the Port, but 
authentic reports go to show that the shots 
from the fort’s Krupp guns were fired by the 
direct order of Vasquez. 

Depart ment officials in Washington decline 
to make public what action bas been taken 
by this government looking to redress for the 
insult to the flag, butit is Known that the 
incident has been fully discussed by the 
President and Cabinet. 


The high-handed act of fring on a ship fiy- 
ing-the American flag by order of the ruler of 
Honduras marks the author of it, President 
Domingo Vasquez, as a man of remarkable 
nerve. Attempts have before this been made 
to seize Central American refugees who had 
sought safe asylum on board ships floatin 
the stars und stripes, but no ruler of one o 
these plaything republics has ever before 
trained hig rusty cannon on our ‘vessels. 
Vasquez has gone farther than did Barrillos 
in the Barrundia affair, and from what is 
known of his recora he is the strongest 
leader that the many revolutions in Hon- 
duras havg produced. As stated inthe dis- 

atches from La Libertad describing the fir- 
ng on the Pacific mall steamer Costa Rico, 
Vasquez’ purpose was to get possession of the 
person of Policarpio Bonilla, who had taken 
passage on the ship at Ceninto, Nicaragua, 
tor Aculpo, Mexico. 

An attache of the Nicaraguan Legation 
here gives out some interesting facts touch. 
ing the career of Vasquez. When in 1891 
Louls Bogran retired from the presidency, 
having elected Ponciana Levya by a show of 
bayonets as his successor, Vasquez and 
Bonilla were in the same political camp. 

Bontila was the candidate. of the Liberal 
party. and when he was defeated denounced 

Ogran for using the army to elect and seat 
his successor. e was driven into exile in 
Guatemala as a conspirator. Vasquez had 
also sought safety in flight. A.year after this 
another Bonilla, a cousin of the refugee, 
headed a revolt which, assuming alarming 
proportions, threatened to overturn 81 
dent Levya’s Government. Vasquez was 
known to be an intrepid and ambitious sol- 
dter. Bogran advised making overttres to 
him, and he was accordingly communicated 
with and offered command of the Honduran 
army. He returned to Tegucigalpa, the 
capital, and accepted the command, realiz- 
ing that at the head of the army it would 
not be long before he could make himseif 
head of the republic, Vasquez soon put 
down the Manuel Bonilla uprising, but early 
in 1893 Policarpo Bonilla appeared on the 
border with 1,600 men 9 Remington 
rifles, with tlie declared pu of ting

8. The sum of $10,000 in cash to be given to 
Bonilla to be distributed among his common 
soldiers to pay their expenses en route to 
their homes.

While these events were transpiring Vas- 
quez compelled President Levya to resign, 
and obtaining the co-operation of Bogran, 
who had always been a power in Honduras 

roclaimed himself President and virtual 

ictator, Vasquez then earnestly set about 

utting down the revolt, but was badly de- 

eated in the first general engagement near 
hg er — He, however, finally succeeded 
in crushing Boniila’s army and driving their 
leader out of the country. 

Vasquez spared few of Bonilla’s followers 
who fell into his hands, They were shot 
without any form of trialgfor treason. 

Don Luis Bogran, who is now quietly living 
at Teguagoipa, has had his share in the 
events which bave made and unmade rulers 
in Honduras. When Barriog was President 
of Guatemala and Dom Marco Aurelio Soto 
President of Honduras, Bogran was a soldier 
of considerable prominence in the small 
army of the latter nation. He was restiessiy 
ambitiousand he attempted to create a re- 
bolllon against the President.

McCafferty shot and instantly killed 
Collins, the head barkeeper at the East st. 
Louls track, about 7 o’clock last night at the 
eastern approach of the Eads Bridge. The 


killing occurred just after Mr. McCafferty 
had assisted his wife and her mother and 
siste r to board a bridge electriccar. Collins 
had ridden on the ast St. Louis car with 
the party, and it is alleged, made remarks 
that were very objectionable to the ladies 
with Mr, McCafferty. He warned the manand 
he apologized. As Mr.McCafferty was helping 
his party on the bridge car he claims that 
Collins struck him from behind, the blow 
knocking him forward onthe platform. Then 
a scuffie ensued, in which it is alleged Col- 
linsdrewa knife and struck McCafferty in 
the back, but a metal suspender clasp sa ved 
the horseman from deing injured. Me- 
Cafferty then drew his gun and fired four 
shots, three taking effect in the leg and one, 
which proved fatal, striking Collins in the. 
abdomen. The man fell alongside of the car 
and was dead before the ambulance came to 
take him to the hospital. Mr. McCafferty 
stood quietly on the spot until the police 
came up and placed him under arrest. The

Mr. A Says Pledges to the People 
Are Sacred. — 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov, 9.—The results of 
the elections as published yesterday have 
surprised everybody here—Republicans and 
Democrats alfke. While it was known that 
the campaign in various States was spirited, 
and while Congressmen returning from 
stumping tours brought back news favorable 
to both McKinley and Greenhalge, no one 
expected a landslide.

No. We must keep our tariff 
pledge—the most important of all the 
pledges we have madeto the people—else 
we shall be driven from power and the 
party will pass into the hands of a 
receiver.’’
